fore the war a million marks would 
have cost $238,000. 
Except for the 
purchase of remittances to relatives 
and friends in Germany by residents 
in this country there is practically no 
business here in German 
exchange 
which from a commercial standpoint 
is worthless. 


Berlin, July 27.— One of the most 
menacing effects of the collapse of 
the mark is asserting 
itself in the 
growing 
derangement 
of the food 
situation in Berlin. 
This is ascribed 
partly 
to the deflated 
stocks, the 
withdrawal of available 
stores 
and 
price 
juggling by 
merchants 
who 
are 
seeking to protect 
themselves 
against 
the complete extinction of 
the mark. 
Tea, c o f fe e , rice 
and other prod­ 
ucts of the tropics are already dis­ 
appearing from the 
market. There 
also 
is a 
pronounced 
shortage of 
potatoes. 
The 
political 
aspects of the sit* 
uation are such that the municipali­ 
ty has 
petitioned the

to reorganize the cities* food control 
and inaugurate a price system .
